No Remorse At Hearing 


By JOHN B. COMBS 


A 27 year old Columbus 
man, charged with the mur- 
der of a nine year old girl, 
remained calm and displayed 
no visible signs of remorse, 
as detectives testified. Thurs- 
day on the defendants signed 
confession in a partially filled 
Municipal Court room 

Felton Lamar Lewis, 817 
Seymour Ave., is charged 
with first degree murder in 
the death of Tonoa_ Karen 


Brown, daughter of Mrs 
Gwendolyn. Brown, 815 
Seymour. Ave... The child's 


body was found stuffed in the 
oven of an old kitchen stove 
in a garage at the rear of 791 
Seymour Ave., on Oct. 7 

Homicide Detectives Tom 
Jones and Robert Cupp, 
testifying at the preliminary 
hearing, said Lewis admitted 
killing the girl in a “fit of 
rage." 

Lewis, according to the de- 
tectives, said he choked and 
smothered the 3rd grade Kent 
Elementary School student in 
the living room of his home 
when he became enraged af- 
ter striking his elbow on a 
Stairway railing: iiss 

Cupp, first of the two 
‘detectives to testify, said 
Lewis confessed to him that 
he killed the girl first by 
choking her as she sat on a 


couch in his living room, then 
placing one hand over her 
mouth and pinching, her 
nostrils with his other hand. 

Jones told Judge Robert 
Macklin, presiding at the 
hearing, that Lewis said he 
really didnt know why he 
killed the child, affectionate- 
ly known by neighbors as Tu 
Tu. Lewis, Jones said, told 
him that he was confessing 
because the childs death had 
been bothering him since 
Sunday (Oct.-8, the date of 
his arrest), 

Lewis cried while talking to 
him, Jones said. He also said 
that he would have done the 
same_ thing to Jones’ 
daughter, the judges 
daughter or anyone elses 
daughter, Jones said. 

After killing the child, 
Lewis said he put her body in 
a suitcase and took it out in 
the back yard of the double 
dwelling. He stripped some 
branches from a tree and 
covered the suitcase. He then 
re-entered his home and 
remained there until neigbors 
and police began searching 
for the child. 

Later, Lewis said he took 
the girls body to the garage. 
Enroute-to the garage, Lewis, 
according to Jones, said he 
removed the child's clothing 
to “make it appear she was 
the victim of a sex killer.” 


After signing his con- 
fession, Lewis accompanied 
Detectives to the murder 
scene and showed them 
where he threw the clothing 
He also demonstrated how he 
put the body in the stove, 
Jones said. 

He also confessed to 
joining the search for the girl 
to try to keep suspicious off 
him. It was for this same pur- 
pose that Lewis disrobed the 
girl, detectives said 

Throughout Detectives 
testimony, Lewis, dressed in 
jail provided orange colored 
coveralls and black boots, 
stared at the witness stand 
and took notes occasionally. 
Flanked by his two attorneys,

The records will show that 
Jackie was the first black 
player to. win the MVP award 
in 1949. In 1947 he was the 
first black to be selected as 
the Rookie of the Year. Only 
one player was selected for 
both leagues in 1947-48. 


Blacks dominated the Rookie 
of the Year Award ‘for five 
years in the Nationat Leagude 
beginning in 1948. with,.Don 
Newcombe, Sam Jethroe in 
1950, Willie Mays in 1951, Joe 
Black in 1952 and Jim Gilliam 
in 1953. 

Jackie™won the National 
Ceague batting crown in 1949 « 
with a .342 average. During 
his 10 years with the 
Dodgers, he played in six. 
World Series, all against the 
New York Yankees. The 
Dodgers finally defeated the 
Yankees in a seven game 
series in 1955. 

In 1962 Jackie was elected 
to Baseball's Hall of Fame, 
the greatest tribute baseball 
can bestow on a player.

This forced him to turn 
to crime to obtain drugs 
rather than to submit to a 
methadone maintenance 
program, . 

Kee also camé to BDC 
recently for treatment, but he 
was turned down for the 
same reason.

Conditions being what they 
are, Sulieman went_on, “drug 
dependents are infilyating 
the community. There is a 
panic on because we've been 
unable to reinstate those 
dependents in need of our 
services.

Recreation is 
good for the young and old players. 

Each team has at least five men on its coaching staff and 
no less than 25 players. We would like to report on the ac- 
tivities of these teams each week but the results of these 
games are not always sent to us. 

Every week we try to personally cover at least one 
amateur game. Last we went to West High School field to see 
a game im Columbus Independent .'r. High School Football 
League. We stumbled in on a danUy contest between a team 
representing Marion-Franklin and one representing West:

Some teams are fortunate to get some fraternal 
organization’or somebusiness firm to sponsor a team. If you 
can’t get a sponsor, money is raised through various means 
such as selling candy, membership cards to the booster club, 
Knocking at doors and rummage sales. 

One wonders-if all the energy spent by adults to raise 
money to equip a neighborhood football team is worth it. Is it 
it to the parents to participate and allow their 
youngsters to play? Is it worth it to the players? Is it worth it 
to the coaches to coach these young men? 

We believe it is worthit and the’ parents should be gratefull 
that someone is willing to help work with his youngster. The 
coach not only teaches the fundamentals of the game but he 
is concerned with developing “the whole man.” The 
youngster learns to give and take. He also learns that the 
football rule book is an established guidline or regulation for 
action. A violation’ of these rules will cost him. 

Furthermore, we believe the parents should be happy to 
know that junior is on-the playing field and not standing on 
the Corner smoking pot or Watching the girls go by. “To do 
nothing is the way to be nothing.” 


the end of the season, the parents should honor teow mer 
who have worked digilently and sincerely with their 
youngsters. during the football -season. 

Without players you wouldn't have a team. Therefore, 
players ought to be grateful that someone in the community 
cares enough about them to spend their evenings teaching 
the fundamentals of the game and giving them an op- 
portunity to play. These men don’t have to do this and could 
spend their leisure time on Sunday afternoon watching 
professional football.

There are many do's and don't’s an athlete can learn on 
the amateur field long before he reaches high school and/or 
college. You should know something about the game you are 
playing. You sMould also learn some of the fundamentals of 
the game. Last week we reported that Archie Griffin, Ohio 
State sensational freshman tailback, stated that he learned 
how to cut in little league football and later the high school 
coach improved upon it. 

There are many other attributes a youngster learnson 
the field of hard knocks. He-must-be-in- condition if he ex- 
pects to take the roughness in a football game. He will also 
learn that he must follow orders and execute these to the 
best of his ability, if he expects his team:to emerge vic- 
toriously. There are two other ingredients we believe are im- 
portant? A player must have that desire and determination to 
play the game. He must also develop poise and confidence in 
himself 

Yes, we believe that it.is worth it for a youngster to play 
on an amateur team. However, there are a few don’t'’s he 
must learn if he expects to be a good ball player. Don't be a 
guitter, a complainer, a swell head and don't waste your time 
getting out of condition: 

If after a player has done everything in- his power to 
succeed he should remember that there is a self-satisfaction 
to be gained by having had the opportunity to participate. 
Years later he will be telling his grandchildren about the 
good old days. Did you ever hear the oldtimers talk about the 
Turf Club, 740 A:D., Diamond A:C., Tiger Cubs, Dub Cubs, 
ets.? 

The most underrated person in the neighborhood is the 
armnateur coach. He should be commended for giving his time, 


talent and money for.the development of our youngsters in - 


building a greater and better community. His job is without 
pay or personal glory. However, it gives him a self- 
satisfaction, too, for knowing that he has used his talent to 
help others. 

Coaches should be careful not to “put too much stress on 
winning |n such a fashion that it might hurt the youngster 
later in life. A few years ago some seniors on Capital's foot- 
ball team quit the squad. They stated that they were tired of 
playing football. We were present at an amateur football 
game several weeks when a team was losing by 30 points or 
more and the coach didn't give his sub an opportunity to play 
in the last quarter. There was no way under the sun could he 
had won the game. With-some 30 or more players on the 
squad, only about 18 of them saw action. 

An amateur football team program also: helps to develop 
our young ladies as cheerleaders and appearing before 
crowds. Many of our high school and college cheerleaders 
started their careers with amateur teams. Furthermore, these 
Gheering squads and drill teams have given our females and 
important part in our athletic program.

Rith on the heels of Jackie 
came Larry Doby. who was 
Signed by Bill Veeck of the 
Cleveland Indians...also in 
1947 to become the first 
Negro to play in the American 
League .... 

We the column wants to 
salute the Negro players in 
the major leagues for their 
contribution _and..the»: 
of the way for our young stars 
of today. 

There is no doubt if Jackie 
hadn't. made good in the 


_ National League and Doby in 


the American League the 
fight for the participation of 
Negro players would be still 
goiag on or maybe they 
would have been drafted 
later. But at the moment we 
are not quite sure it would 
have come about. 

The National Football star- 
ted first with Paul Brown 
signing Bill Willis and Marion 
Motley for the Cleveland 
Browns. 

Baseball on the major 
league side started with the 
old Cincinnati Red Stockings 
in 1869 five years after the 
Civil War, the war to end 
Black slavery. 

Since the signing of Jackie 
and Larry the Negro baseball 
player had made great strides 
in the major leagues. Above 
all, they equaled many whites 
in the salary bracket while 


others have passed up their 


white brothers in this depart- 
ment. 

The case of Jackie was a 
sad one at the beginning. Op- 
posing.teams did everything 
in their power to discourage 
Jackie in an effort to drive 
him out of the big leagues. 
Jackie was not easy to move. 
He had the good old fashion

$100,000 bracket for the first 
time in 1972, but at the 
present time has suffered 
with injuries and didn’t play 
to much this past season. 

Roy Campanella, if not for 
a serious automobile ac- 
cident would have reached 
the $100,000 bracket and will 
go down in history as one of 
the greatest catchers who 
ever crouched behind the 
plate. He was a terrific cat- 
cher in every department and 
was there times selected as 
the National League’s Most 
Valuable Player.

As_expected, the Ohio Supreme 
Court has ruled that Ohioans. must 
be permitted to vote on a proposal 
to repeal the state income tax at the 
November 7 general election. It will 


be identified as Issue 2 on.-the 


ballot. 

The Cali & Post urges its‘readers 
to vote "NO" on this issue because 
while it parades as a move to give 
tax relief to Ohio citizens, it really is 
designed to ease the tax take from 
the wealthy and put the burden of 
support for education. welfare and 
other state-supported © programs on 


malar Ree of middie income tax- 


payers. 
Issue 2 will be in the form of a 
constitutional amendment, anf it 
passes by a majority vote, it would 
repeal the present state income tax 
and then permit the adoption of a 
future state income tax only after 
approval of the voters and restrict 
any future tax to a uniform rate. 

And there is the catch! 

The people who are behind the 
effort to repeal the present state in- 
come tax are fully aware that its 
repeal would create financial chaos 
because it would immediately 
remove more than $600 million a 
year, most of it earmarked for 
Ohio's public schools. 

This could mean the closing of 
schools in many Ohio districts, and 
at best, the return to half-day 
sessions in cities. like Columbus 

. and Cleveland. For example, the 
Columbus school system would 
stand to lose-some $12 million a 
year in state support.

Sponsors of the real movement 
do not tell us how they would 
finance the assistance the income 
tax has provided for higher 
education, mental health programs, 
and welfare. 

All that they really seek is to do 
away with the-present-principle of 
levying income taxes on the ability 
of people to pay: The present tax 
follows thissipetical,-and any 
change woid-mean-that-persons in.

tion of the income in taxes than 
those in the ‘higher income 
brackets. 

Nobody, of course, is enthusiastic 
about paying taxes, and the 
Proponents of this tax “repealer” 
hope that this will persuade Ohio 
voters to vote :in their favor on 
November 7, and while they-reatize 
that something to replace this tax 
revenue will. be- needed in the 
future, their aim is to make sure that 
everybody is taxed “uniformly”. 

In other words they want an in-

citizens, rather than the presént 
method of a graduated income tax 
that now makes the big money ear- 
ners pay a higher percentage than 
the poorer.

Emotionalism Is Never A 
Good Substitute For Facts 


Two phone calls, two letters and one 
anonymous post-card, have filtered into _ 
the editors office over our endorsement 
of Richard M. Nixon. 

At the 21st District Caucus meeting, 
George Forbes alluded’ to it in his 
speech in support of none other that 
Bert Porter, the one man Carl Stokes 
denounced’ as‘an “arch racist.” 

Unfortunately, a lot of our people are 
influenced by their emotions rather 
than by-the cold facts of political 
analysis. 

This has been the weak spot in our 

political strategy for many years. On 
one occasion, Frederick Douglass said: 
“The Republican_party_is-the-ship, all 
else is the sea." 
On the basis of the Emancipation 
mclamati in, Negroes becameva @ne- 
party~ group. “Largely because the 
Republicans were main supporters of 
civil rights. The white South, dominated 
by extreme racism, also became a one- 
party section, Democratic. 

For a hundred years, the one-party 
South disfranchised millions of 
Negroes. Real emancipation never 
penetrated the South until the voting 


_ booths were opened up to Black voters. 


And, this was not done until the 
crusades of the sixties, denouncing ' 
both political ‘parties; and, by sheer 
power of protest, brought the Black 


-voter into the political equasion. 


It is no more smait for Negroes to be © 
all Republicans that it is for them to be 
all Democrats. Neither paty is perfect so 
far as the Negro is concerned. You can 
find plenty to criticize in both parties. 

So it is with the party candidates who 
are up for election on Nov. 7. Senator 
George McGovern has no blazing 
record of ever being for the Negro. 
Anybody checking his record will im- 
mediately find this out. 

Since McGovern’s nomination, he 
has, on the Negro question, been as 
slippery as an eel.

There has been a lot of talk about the 
major issues in the scramble for the 
Presidency, but the race has actually 
boiled down to a contest-between two 
philosophies of government, in- 
ternationalism versus isolationism. 

The Vietnam conflict, and all ‘the. 
gyrations Surrounding it, has lost. top 
billing as the major issue of the 1972 
campaign. Sooner or later we are going 
to have to get out of Vietnam arid out of 


~“the tremendous expense of pursuing a 


contest, which even if won militarily, 
simply will tie us to the financial sup- 
port of still another small country for 
several generations. 

George McGovern, in the closing 
weeks of-the campaign, has zeroed in 
on the issue of war prisoners, and how 
we are going to get them out of.prison 
camps when the terms of our with- 
drawal of armed forces has been ac- 
complished, , ' 

Nixon's plot is to keep the heat on 
the North Vietnamese, with bombs and 
bluster, until they make the kind of con- 
cession, that will bring the boys back 
home. The smart Republicans have, in 
spite of the hue and cry, reduced the 
number of fighting troops in South Viet- 
nam, and rumors indicate that the 
Nixonites may indeed score a ten-strike 
by announcing a settlement with Hanoi 
before the votes are cast and counted 
on November 7th. 

McGovern's “Come Home America” 
sounds like a call to bring our boys, 
back from a futile engagement in arms, 
but political analysts interpret it as a 
move toward isolationism—withdrawing 
our Support from Western Europe as 
weil as Japan, and going into a shell, 
while spending out tax revenues on 
making life better for the poor and. un- 
derprivileged via a series of updated 
WAP projects, if necessary. ' 

But shortly after the excitement of the 
Democratic National Convention had 
faded from the television screens,

for his black brothers and started in to 
giving higher priorities to wrestling 
some of the hard-hat and ethnic votes 
away from the Republicans. 

In this sort of dilemma, most am- 
bitious politicians shy away from being 
too closely identified with the-hopes 
and aspirations of the brothers, even 
though they may, -at some future date, 
develop as modern Lincolns in the civil 
rights, equal opportunity area. 

It's @xtremely hard, and historically 
impossible to dislodge an incumbent 
President unless White House scandals 
are of such a nature as to create 
widespread revulsion. Americans, 
generally, are somewhat immune to 
wheeling and -dealing from White 
House to Pentagon, to the office of the 
newest Congressional freshman, and 
when there is evidence that politicians 
are playing dirty, or snooping, or 
spying, or. outright telling lies, the 
average voter remains  unexcited, 
seemingly taking such antics as stan- 
dard operational procedures in ‘the 
American brand of politics. 

So far as the colored brother is con- 
cerned, whoever becomes the. next 
President, will find him still battering 
his-head against the wail trying to in- 
duce the federal government to bail him 
out of the financial doldrums. .. 

His sights, on November 7th, should 
be set on the election of the kind of 
judges who sit in state and city courts; 
and the kind of congressmen ‘and state 
representatives who will make (or un- 
make): laws beneficial to his progress. 


All those glib candidates in your area 
who expect your vote on November 7 
have had plenty time to produce a 
record of performance instead of 
promises. A word to the wise should be 


sufficient. 


Vote wisely, if at all possible, but 
even if you cant recognize the dif- 
ference between a smart vote and an X- 
rated movie, go in and mark those 
ballots.

Suddenly time stopped 
when the news was flashed 
over the air Tuesday that 
Jackie Robinson,one_of the 
greatest all around athletes in 
the history of the nation, died 
at the age of 53. 

Over the last ten years 
Robinson's family was 
marked with tragedy as” his 
son Jackie Robinson, Jr. 
wrestled with drug addiction 
and soon died in an 
automobile accident. 

Jackie, Sr. was also having 
his personal troubles. He was 
losing the sight of one eye 
and was on the verge of 
losing his sight. During the 
past yearsin his life he 
devoted his time to the Black 
Economic Development. 

The great athlete was born 
in__Cairo,_Georgia—and—his 
family moved to Los Angeles’ 
California when he was a 
small boy.:He always loved 


athletics. His brother, Mack, 


who .was a member of the 
US Olympic team and great 
broad jumper was Jackie's 
idol. 

On completing his high 
school education he earned a 
athletic. scholarship to UCLA, 
where he played football, 
baseball, basketball and com- 
peted in track, Not, too long 
ago President Richard Nixon 
declared Jackie the greatest 
athlete in California and 
presented him with a plaque. 

Jackie first played baseball 
with the Kansas City Monar- 
chs. He played his first game 
with the Monarchs in Boston 
at the short-stop position. 
Just his name packed Boston 
Braves Field, where 40,000 
fans cheered his daring base 
running “and slugging.
